HVSDMAS, October 24 —The lawless 


condition that existed in this commu- 
nity lor several days terminated Tues- 
day night, alter prompt action by the 
citizens and borough officials, and the 
town has once more resumed its nor- 
mal state. Saturday evening the ne- 
groes and Italians employed on the B. 
& 0. improvements near Glencoe, eight 
miles west ol this place, received their 
monthly pay; and, alter filling up with 
whisky, engaged in a general fight, 
which resulted in one negro being 
killed and two Italians wounded. The 
negroes finally overpowered the Ital- 
ians and about filty of them fled to 
this place early Sunday morning and 
took the first train lor Pittsburg. 


Matters remained quiet until Mon- 


day, when the men located near town 
were paid off. They at once proceeded 
to celebrate the event, the negroes be- 
coming very boisterous. The saloons 
did a thriving business and by night 
the darkies were i" an ugly mood 
A carload ol merchandise on the B. & 
0. side track near the brick yard was 
broken into and a quantity ol merchan- 
dise stolen. An attempt was made to 
rob Jacob Smeak and several compan- 
ions in the vicinity ol the brick yard. 
About eight o'clock a fight occurred 
between negroes and Italians in the 
shanties located near the B & 0. side 
track on the planing mill grounds 
Revolvers and knives were Ireely used 
and two Italians were shot but not in- 
jured seriously. 


Alter this melee had subsided, about 


nice o'clock some unknown parties, 
presumably negroes, went to the stable 
ol Ketchum & Co., contractors, located 
in the borough limits on the property 
ol 
McLain Lingenlelter. 
Michael 


McKensey, a Nova Seotian, who had 
charge ol the stable, was the only man 
about »nd was evidently standing ia 
the doorway. He was shot at several 
times, two bullets taking effect. Forty 
dollars were taken Irom his pockets 
and he was thrown on a manure heap 
in the stable yard. Pistol shots were ol 
such frequent occurrence that no one 
was attracted to the scene and the 
guilty parties escaped, leaving no clue 
as to their whereabouts. About one 
hour later, and while yet conscious, 
the injured man was discovered by 
Richard Maplin, a walking boss em- 
ployed by Ketehum & Co., who was 
out looking lor some stray mules 
Maplin gave temporary assistance to 
the man and hailed Thomas Lingenlel- 
ter, who was nearby. 
Leaving the 


latter in charge, he went lor a physi- 
cian but before medical aid arrived the 
•unfortunate man was dead. The mur- 
dered man gave a brief but not very 
clear account of the affair, stating thai 
a gang ol negroes had done the shoot- 
ing and stolen his money. 


Coroner M. A. Stoner arrived here 


on Tuesday and held an inquest over 
the remains. On account ol some im- 
portant developments the matter is 
being thoroughly investigated and the 
coroner's jury has not yet rendered 
its verdict. 


Tuesday morning rain was falling 


steadily and the negroes remained in 
town and continued their jollification 
The saloons were again freely patron- 
ized and as many as one hundred loaf- 
ed in and around the restaurant near 
the B & O depot, conducted by Willis 
Caves, a negro. About 2 30 o'clock in 
the afternoon the crowd at this place 
became very disorderly. Adam Shroy 
er, a white man, who, with his young 
son, was eating at one of the tables in 
the resort, commenced yelling loudly 
jfor Bryan. This angered the negroes. 
who chased him out of the place. A 
drunken darkey fired his revolver at 
Shroyer, and the racket was at once 
in full blast. At least a score ol shots 
were fired in all directions. The negro 
who began the melee started lor Wills 
mountain, pursued by Policemen Sul- 
livan and Whiteman, who had arrived 
on the scene, and a crowd ol heavily 
armed citizens. The desperado in his 
mad flight became entangled in a barb- 
ed wire lenceand was soon surrounded 
ty the angry crowd. George W. Bush 
and James M. Grouse marched him to 
the borougb»lock-up, while Policemen 
Sullivan and Whiteman held the mob 
of negroes at bay with their revolvers 


Several bold attempts were made to 


rescue the culprit, but they were quick- 
ly frustrated by the heroic action ol 
officers and citizens. 
Four negroes 


and one drunken Irishman were arrest- 
ed.

Fellow-citizens and Democrats :—A 


few days ago I was invited to address 
this meeting, and also to introduce our 
special guest, the Hon. B. F. Meyers, 
of Harrisburg. 
Before proceeding 


with my remarks, I desire to say a few 
words in reference to my present posi- 
tion in this election. 


In 1SOO, under the guidance of my 


conscience, I sup'ported Palmer and 
Buckcer on the then paramount issue 
In 1900, under the same guidance, I 
will support Bryan and Stevenson on 
the paramount issues of the day. 


In the campaign of 1S9D upwards of 


one million Jeffersoman Democrats 
voted,either for Palmer and Buckner.or 
directly for McKinley and Hobart, on 
the silver issue, and by that diversion 
enabled the Republican party to carry 
four or five states and elect McKinley. 


It is now generally acknowledged 


by the Jeffersonian Democrats that in 
18% they 
made a stupendous and 


fatal mistake, in withholding their 
votes from Bryan. In their effort to 
avoid a comparatively slight danger to 
the country (which at its worst would 
have been only temporary) they unwit- 
tingly enabled the McKinley adminis- 
tration to inaugurate a system of 
measures, some of which are clearly 
unconstitutional, while all are most 
certainly violations of, and repugnant 
to, our American principles of govern- 
ment. 
Imperialism alone threatens 


our country with far greater evils than 
would have been possible under a free 
silver regime.

Meyers, of Harrisburg. 
Mr. Meyers 


said it was always with a feeling of 
mingled pleasure and diffidence that 
he appeared before a Bedford county 
audience. With pleasure, because of 
his former very agreeable associations 
and pleasant recollections; with diffi- 
dence, because he loves all of bis for- 
mer fellow-citizens,without distinction 
of party. Hence he is always a little 
diffident in making political speeches 
here for fear that he might tread on 
the corns of some very dear friend. 
"If I do so," said Mr. Meyers, "yon 
must attribute it to my zeal in a noble 
and righteous cause. I have no desire 
to offend the sensibilities of anybody." 
Mr. Meyers then took up all of the 
issues of the campaign and discussed 
them in a fearless, forcible, eloquent 
and effective way. 
He pointed out 


the dangers of imperialism, militarism 
and colonialism, which, he said, are 
synonymous terms. The new policy 
cannot be maintained without great 
standing armies. The United States 
army before the war consisted of about 
30,000 men; now it is 100,000. If the 
administration would have had its 
way, 
we would have an army of 150,000 


men. 
There is not a word or syllable 


in the Constitution that justifies im- 
perialism—nothing that hints at or 
squints at it. It is not necessary to 
subjugate a people in order to extend 
commerce. We could have obtained 
what we needed in the Philippines 
without engaging in such an expensive 
and bloody war. 


Mr. Meyers' reference to the treaty 


with the Sultan of Sulu, which ac- 
knowledges and permits polygamy and 
s'avery in these islands, was especially 
effective 
He declared that the lact 


that the administration has recognized 
these twin evils cannot be denied and 
that if the Democratic party were 
guilty of such an offense the Repub- 
lican orators would denounce it and 
the Republican press would condemn it 
in flaming headlines. 


The administration's government ol 


Porto Rico and the unjust tariff duty 
imposed upon the island, which is an 
integral part of the United States, 
were denounced by the speaker. The 
trusts, which fix prices and regulate 
wages, were handled without gloves. 


Mr. Meyers closed his speech by 


telling of the corruption of the Quay 
machine and speaking of the necessity 
of electing two Democrats to the 
legislature in order to help bring 
about the needed reforms. There are 
many Republicans who do not believe 
in the frauds perpetrated by the Quay 
machine. This is not a local question 
but one that is general in its signifi- 
cance.

Charles Dudley Warner. 


Charles Dudley Warner, one of the 


keenest and most delightful of Ameri 
can essayists, died at Hartford, Conn 
Saturday night, of heart disease, a 
the age of seventy-one years. Mr 
Warner practised law in Chicago from 
1S56 to I860, but since that time hi 
entire life had been given to literar 
work. In 1SDO he joined Senator Jo 
seph R. Hawley in conducting th 
Hartford Press, which was afterwar 
consolidated with the Courant, wit 
which paper he for many years retain 
ed an editorial connection. In 1873 h 
wrote, in collaboration with Samui 
L. Clemens (Mark Twain), "The Gilded 
Age." 
He was a most prolific author, 


his most recent book being "That 
Fortune," published last year.

"evils of combinations in restraint ol 
trade."

stitutionality of the Sherman law, he 
said : 


"This brought the trusts and monop- 


olists to their last ditch in the contest 
so far as the court and congress were 
concerned;so far as the legislature and 
the judiciary were called upon to act 
All of us that had earnestly fought 
and contended for this principle felt 
that a great victory had been won; a 
Republican from Ohio had introduced 
the bill, a Republican house and sen-

John Sherman, ol Ohio, former secre- 


tary of the treasury and lately secre- 
tary ol state, died at bia residence in 
Washington, D. C., on Monday. 
He 


was surrounded by all his relatives and 
his death was expected. Mr. Sherman 
was born in Lancaster, 0., May 10, 
1823, 
three years alter his famous 


brother, Gen. William Tecumseh Sher- 
man, and had an eventful career as a 
Whig and Republican statesman and 
financier. He was admitted to the bar 
in 1844 and was a Republican member 
of congress from Ohio from 1855 to 1861 
He represented his state in the senate 
from 1861 until 1877, when he became 
secretary of the treasury in President 
Hayes' cabinet. 
At the end of the 


Hayes administration, during which 
specie payments were resumed, Mr 
Sherman was again sent to the senate. 
During his career in the upper house 
of congress he was intimately associa- 
ted with financial legislation. On the 
inauguration of President McKinley, 
in 1897, John Sherman became secre- 
tary of state, but failing health com- 
pelled his relinquishment of the port- 
folio. 
The name of John Sherman 


was presented to Republican national 
conventions in 1880, 1884 and 1888 for 
the presidential nomination, the last 
time by Daniel H. Hastings, but he 
always failed to secure the coveted 
honor.

WILLIAM LYXE WILSON. 


born in Jefferson county, Virginia, 
May 33, 1843; was educated at CharlfS- 
town academy and at college, District 
of Columbia, where he graduated in 
I860. In the fall of that year he 
entered the University of Virginia, but 
shortly after the breaking out of the 
civil war left that institution and 
entered the Confederate army, servirg 
to the close of the war, as a private in 
Company B, Twelfth Virginia cavalry, 
Rosser's brigade. 
For several years 


after the war he was p-ofessor of 
Latin and Greek in Columbia college, 
during which time he graduated in its 
law school, hut resigned and entered 
upon the practice of law at Charles- 
town. He was a delegate in 
13SO to 


the Democratic national convention at 
incinnati and was an eleetor-at-large 


on the Hancock ticket. Mr. Wilson 
was made president of the West Vir- 
ginia university in 1383, but resigned 
;o take his seat in the Forty-eighth 
congress 
He continued a member of 


the house until he became Cleveland's 
postmaster general. Daring the dis- 
cussion of the Mills bill he delivered a 
speech in favor of tariff reform which 
was universally acknowledged to he 
the ablest representation on that side 
of the question which was heard on 
the floors of congress. 
This speech 


showed that he had thoroughly mas- 
tered the 
literature 
of the tariff, 


American and foreign, and the polit- 
ical history of the country, and it 
brought him into national prominence. 
In 1892 he was the permanent chair- 
man of the Democratic national con- 
vention at Chicago. 


At the opening of the spacial session 


of congress in 1893 Mr. Wilson intro- 
duced the Sherman silver repeal act, 
which passed the house and was amend- 
ed by the senate. Speaker Crisp made 
aim chairman of the ways and means 
iommittee, in which capacity he pre- 
pared during the short recess the tarift 
bill which bore his name. 


After retiring from the postmaster 


•eneralship Mr. Wilson became presi- 
dent of Washington and Lee universi 
ty, and held the position up to the 
time of his death. 


Mr. Wilson was a slight, short, stu- 


dent like man, with a drooping mons- 
tache and mild blue eyes. His small 
stature and youthful-looking face made 
him seem much younger than he was.

MlH'liine For ScaHerlnR Fertiliser 


Hui.hllv and Witli Comfort. 


Having experienced the trials ot sow- 


ing fertilizers, a Rural New lorker 
correspondent has devised a machine 
for facllltiitins the business lioth as to 
tiiuo and persuiial cuuifort. 
He tells 


how it is used either in drills or broad- 
casting: 


It is a machine I got up myself. I 


now have a good machine to let to my 
neighbors aud also the satisfa-Jtion of 
feeling that I have overcome a difficul- 
ty and am now able to Oo rapidly aufl 
with comfort a job which formerly 
was very difficult, slow and extremely 
unpleasant. The fertilizer is put into 
the hopper, from" the bottom of which 
it drops into a central opening in the 
spreading disk. This disk is very ob- 
tusely conical and has chambers run- 
ning'from the central opening to outer 
edge. It is given a rapid, rotary mo-

Ohio said to me n short time ago: "Tbe 
care given to strawberries in August 
and September has much to do with 
tlieir productiveness the following sea- 
sou. 11' the plants become well anchor- 
ed in rich soil by nn abundance of 
roots, they are sure to produce nice 
berries tbe next season unless the 
weather conditions of the following 
spring are very unfavorable." 
This la 


exactly my experience. 


One of the best growers Cor the Ak- 


ron market who gardens upon a very 
retentive clay subsoils between the 
rows in September. lie uses ordinary 
niolc plow or subsoil litter between tUe 
rows, running it not less than 12 inches 
deep. The only surface evidence of the 
work is the narrow mark where the 
shank passes, lint the hard clay sub- 
soil is lifted and disturbed aud a lot 
of room made for water to stand dur- 
ing the winter aud 
slowly 
diffuse 


through the soil. 
The surface is not 


worked or disturbed in any way to 
pack the soil, and the result is that 
any ordinary rain at once settles into 
the subsoil instead of running off the 
surface. Where tbe clear space is two 
feet wide the mole plow can be run 
twice in a row. To prevent trampling 
the plant rows the horses should >e 
hitched tandem or else a long double- 
tree used, the former being best. 


Nothing but a mole plow will accom- 


plish what is desired, that of liftiug 
and breaking the subsoil without dis- 
turbing the surface or mangling roots. 
The iron work of a mole plow is much 
like the Ion;: shauke.il last seen in slue 
stores for riveting pegs. The sliauk is 
fastened to a straight beam of wood 
witli handles like a shovel plow, and 
plow wheels fore and aft gauge the 
depth. 
'Another thing which may be dune 
from now to the last of September is to 
see to it that the matted rows do not 
gut too broad. 
The best berries are 


grown upon rows not more tb.'in 1C 
inches wide, and all beyond that Is a 
damage. 
If plants arc needed, tbe 


ground should not be cultivated so as 
to disturb the runner tips which natu- 
rally distribute themselves over the 
row space. If berries mainly are want- 
ed, then all runners beyond the best 
width should be removed promptly 
through September and October.—Ohio 
Farmer.
